(Concluded) 

To impoverish tho spirit of the American race, and 
to abolish personal independence is the effort 
of public and private legislation, thedoctrine of self- 
preservation, and the'ruling principle of “business,” If 
wo caunot be despots in our own proper persons, we 
try tu hold stock ina despotism, And when our cf- 
forts to break the spirit of independence in our neigh- 
bors has resulted, as itever will result, in weakening 
our own, we crawl at the feet of power anid meanly 
beg for government. Inthe ancient day, and even in 
this country in our own day, tie man entering the 
stato of slavery wag permitted under certain cireum- 
stances to choose his own master, We too, entering 
slavery, choose for our master that aspiring genius, 
government. We beg alms of it, and work, and 
wages, and pensions, Wo require of it that it make 
dear the articles we havo to sell, and that it make 
cheap the'articles we have to buy. We pray to it that 
it pour impossible prosperity upon our particular busi- 
ness, as tho superstitious farmers used to pray for im- 
possible rain. We demand that it compel customers 
to come to onr shop, and drive them away from the 
shop of our rival acrosa the street. We'demand of 
government that overy act of our own selfishness shall 
be made an act of congress. Hasest of all we implore 
this Hercules called government to break the arm or 
the leg of every man or boy who aspires for a living 
at our own particular trade; or, at least, to forbid him 
by law to learn or practice the craft, which amounts 
to the same thing, 'Three-fourths of our clerks and 
mechanics are at this moment imploring government 
to protect them against the fingers and brains of 
women. Government is all m all, and powerless man- 
hood “stands like a cipher in the great account,” 
Government myst do everything, from digging a river 
to building a monument to our dead politicians. At 
the last session of congress a gentleman who was at

Jis reason was that tho coopers 
trade needed a “hoom” and of course, it was tho duty 
of “government” to ereato it, It used to be that a 
man was of ago at21, Itis notsonow, Untilha is 
three score and ten, and even beyond that, he is under 
the patronage and guardianship of “government” 
Inthe name of common sense whattis “rovern- 
ment?” Isat our creator or our creature? Aro we 
its agents, or its principal? Do wo exist for govern.

As the sw of all the privi- 
leges belonging to the body politie ts included in the 
sum of allits rights, and as rights are equal, it fol-

I have lightly touched upon some of tho promincat 
principles of Jeferson, aud I have tried to adapt the 
moral of them to our present conditions, The loung 
public lito of Jefferson, and his freely uttered opinions 
of sixty yeara could not al warata consistent with 
each other, and yet I find Jim to bo moro consistent 
in principles, in practico, and opinions, than any othar 
in his time or ows, Further, T find his doctrines 
possessed of moral magnetism of such marvelons 
power that our wayward and eccentrio politics are al- 
ways trying to get back to tho principles ho establish. 
ed in his writings and in his ollicial action, Ue was 
an ardent Democrat in politics and religion. Ue 
thought that the only sacred thing in cithor was hu- 
manity. He beiieved that gods ‘and angels wero al. 
ready well provided for, but ho knew that men and 
women were not, Ho demanded that government take 
its heavy hand of patronago and oppression fram the 
citizen, and let the people go. He also required that 
each man take his own Heavy hand off his neighbor, 
We read in the Bible that “Where the spirit of God is, 
thore is liberty.” When society rises to the level of 
Jefferson, the revised version will read like this, 
‘Where the spirit of Man 1s, there is liberty.”

and is now awaiting trial, under bond” 
of $2000, for sending through tho mails 
sealed letters containing free discussion 
on the love and sex questions, In Kau- 
sas, D. O, Walker, AL and G. Harman are 
now under bonds, awaiting trial for 
mailing a paper containing freo disous- 
sion on the rights and wrongs of womeu 
in the sex-relation; and—whatover may 
be said to the contrary, tho offenee of 
Lillian Horman and E, O. Walker, that s 
seut them to prison for more than six 
months and caused thom to be directly , 
robbed of $118.80, (costs) nod indirectly, 
in time, fees nud incidentals, of soveral

IS PT STRANGE 

The lato Russo-Ameriecan treaty 
by which “fugitives” fron Russian 
justice(?) ara to bo extradited, sent 
back to bu tried(#) convicted, exe. 
ented or sent to the Siberian mines 
for life becauso they are suspected 
of “sonspiring” against the benign 
nnd eminently paternal rule of tho 
ezar—this treaty has Deen the sube 
ject of nota little comment by 
many publie speakers and by that 
part of the American press not yet 
dominated by the monopolistic and 
autocratic tendencies of onr govern- 
ment. Of courso tho present czar 
and his governmental policy have 
come in fnr a good share of adverse 
criticism from these reformatory 
speakers and editors, and their pro- 
tests against Russianizing our coun 
try have furnished tho capitalistic 
ress With many a text which it 
ina not beon slaw to use, 

After oxpatiating at length upon 
the debt (hat we as Americans owe 
to tho ezara of Rusaia for friond- 
shtp and aid in times of trouble, the 
Kansas City Zunes of June Sth. thus 
sharply rebukes those who now 
show sympaty for tho Russian sub- 
jects who aro claiming tho right to 
“agitato”for a change in the form of 
their government;

in Russan prisons and in Siberian 
mines for no crimo whatever except 
that they wanted their equal sharo 
of that Liberty which Jefferson ssid 
was tha inahenablo right of all 
men,

Hescems to beso farr, calm and corieous, 
and even secans to bo logical, thatit ia 
worth while to s& him right on some 
points. 

Dy baving her father’s consent and np- 
proval of hor nvion with Edwin Walker, 
Mr. Henderson asserts that Lilliau Har- 
mau bas “recognized tho power and in- 
fluencn of society over the individual.” 
If “power,” refers to plysical power, 
horso power; brule forcend “iufluence” 
is used hero in the politician's senso, 
I think Mrs. Harman will admitthe truth 
vf Mr. Nendersou’s assertion, But I 
presumo to deny it on her behalf in any 
obligatory ethical sense, 

“Had slo gono ope stop further and 
procured tho permit of the State, her 
fathor could havo solenwized (sic /} the 
marriago and no persecution would have 
followod," says Mr.Uenderson. Oh, yes. 
But that wag just tho point at issue. 
Lillian would not havo heen the Lillian 
whom friend Jendorson professes to 
respect so mach, if sho had not drawn 
the line at the point whero convenience 
and aminciple clashed, She never 
wiehed to admit tho right of the Stato 
to inferfore with her privato afaire, 
although sko ultimately was compelled 
to succumb to its brutal force. 

“The dependenco of tho indi 
vidual upon “society,’ which Mr. H, 
avers is everywhero apparent,” I simply 
deny in toto.

“Tho vory scentimont that impelled 
Lillian to rely upou tho connsol, affec- 
tion and esperienco oft ber father,” Mr. 
Henderson avers, “ia the samo human 
seutimont that leads ua to rely upon all 
past exporience, ete.” Well said. But 
that does not ut all help his plea forthe 
State. ‘Tho present State, so-called, is 
the chill of usurpation aud tyranny. 
Those aro offspring of fear; fearis bo- 
gotten by inesperienco and ignorance, 


“Thora Lave been individuals who were 
a majority in themselves by knowledgo 
andoxperienes, ote, therefore they were 
content to wait for the development of 
tho organization which they wero at- 
temping to improve.” If Mr H. 
really believes in this statement, ho has 
stndied na history, or at least has studied 
ittono purpose whatover, Did Jesus 
and Paul and Husa avd Tuther and 
Theodora Parker wait for the develop 
mont of the orgnnization which thoy 
worked ta improyo? Rend your Bible s 
little, friend Henderson! Read church 
history, ete. Did Lovejoy, Garrison, 
Abbey Kelly Doster, Beechor and Wen- 
de!l Plullips wait for tho development 
of things; or did they not rather try to 
force things into adetter condition! Tf 
ice wish to arouse people from their 
ethargy, you must shake them, or shock 
them, it you please. 

Mr. H. appeals to the editors of TLuct- 
FER to estimate what thoteault would bo 
if all existing institutions (1) should be 
dissolved at once and the jrdividual 
loft perfectly freo to pursue any lino of 
conduct he chose. As I am not ono of 
tho editors of Lucirzn I can searcely be 


expected to knaw what tlo ostimate of 
that body would be, bnt for myself, 
I donot in the least feel approhensive 
at guch a thing. Ireatly and bonostly 
do think that wo all would bo a great 
doal better off than wo are now, iv overy 
respect. 

Mr. H, attompted to improveon theald 
saying (I beliove it is Joiferson’s) that 
“the best governwent is that which gov- 
erns least,” and uttorly failed inthe at- 
tempt, Tho bost eristing government 
could indeod not have been nltuined 
without any government at all, but tho 
best “govornment’ might.

“Would the tyrants in tho family who 
compel women to submit to thoir tyr- 
ranny, cease to bo tyrants wora there no 
organized power to restrain them?" 
asks Mr. II. Certainly not, But where 
is thatorganizod power to restrain thom? 
The present laws on tho marital ques- 
tion, concocted by Church and State, 
make the wifo tho property of her hus. 
band, tell wives to oboy their husbands, 
ota, ‘The pulpit and tho penal code 
alike do all thoy can to restrain woman's 
liberty, but not man's tyranuy. Slavery 
may or may not have been practical bo- 
fore governments wore organized. ‘This 
ia a somewhat pre-historic question. 
But this much wo all know, that as man 
advanced in civilization, aud the slaves 
began to feel that their position was 
somohow not quite the right one; that 
they too were men and woimon nud 
had souls of their own,--whon that had 
como to pasa there would have boen 
very meager chancea for tho slavo-saller 
and the slave-holder, had not the churek 
with her onathomas, and tho stata with 
its bayonets, taken up tho “righloous 
canse” of the protection of tho slave- 
holder’s “property, and tho institu- 
tion (I) of slavery sanctionod by custom 
nnd ald age, 

“Will the modern wealth-accumulators 
cense to impoverish the masses, until 
thero rrises a counter organization that 
shall control ikeir government to carry 
ont and exeeuta the moral laws pro- 
mulgated by tho Georges, Swintons, 
McGlynus and Wakemnas?" Nol But 
thoy will not do it oven. wero that im- 
possiblity possible. Oeorge, Swinton, 
Wakeman, and espocially the Rov, Vathor 
McGlynn, are each and all good men, 
gravd men, noble men, but even good 
men and grand men may be and ofton 
are very short-sightod, and in my opin- 
ion all these dear mon are really very 
short-nighted, if they expect to acscom- 
plish the salvation of mankind by the 
nid and throngh tho moditm of the Stato. 
It sounds vory much like reacuing and 
roviving n dying man by tho bolp of a 
corpse! 

To tho last two paragraphs in Mr 
Hendorson’s article, I subscrile cheor- 
fully, andhope that the last bnt one 
will prove to bo tho resnitof “the Family 
of Walker plus Harman.”
